A Most Remarkable Case 
of Catalepsy in Southern 
St. Louis. 


Taken From the Coffin as 
the Cover Was to Be 
Screwed On. 


A Woman Supposed to Be Dead Is Laid Out 
for Barial—Her Little Child Asks to Take 
a Last Look the Remains, 
When the Supposed Corpse Moves in 
the Coffin—The Victim Now Recovering— 
She Relates Her Terrible Experience and 
Her Attempts to Notify Her Relatives— 
She Knew That She Was to Be Buried 
All the Time—The Story in Full.

A remarkable case of catelepsy is reported 
from South St. Louis. A young married 
woman, 25 years of age, was in her coffin and 
about to be taken outfor burial, when her 
husband saw her arm move, or- 
dered her taken out of the coffin 
at once, called in two physicians, 
who after an examination, pro- 
nounced life not extinct and began a process 
of resu&citation. Their efforts were success- 
ful and the woman was in a short time 
brought back to consciousness. This 
story was obtained from her sister, 
a young married woman, who lives 
at 721 South Fourth street. She wasseen at 
that number this afternoon by a Posr-Dis- 
PATCH reporter, who had heard the story from 
aperson to whom she had relatedit. She 
said it was true, and after refusing to give her 
sister’s name, or her own, for 
the reason that her sister was 
still very weak and did not want anything 
published about the case, related the follow- 
ing remarkable facts: 

Last Monday my sister, who had been sick 
for butafew days, died, asfar as we could 
see, and the attending physician pronounced 
her dead, and her husband proceeded 
to make arrangements for the funeral. A 
coffin was secured, and when the supposed 
corpse was dressed it was laid in 
the coffin. The intention was to have 
the funeral Tuesday -afternoon. Friends 
of the family visited the house, and mourned 
over the body from which the spirit hed, it 
was believed, departed. On Tuesday after- 
noon, ashort time before the 

CLOSING OF THE COFFIN 
was to have taken place, my brother-in-law 
was standing beside the dier looking on the 
face of his wife when his little boy came into 
the room and said: 

want to look at mamma.’ Just thenthe 
arm of my sister moved. My husband saw it 
and was naturally very much startled. He 
informed those in the room in an excited man- 
ner of what he had seen, and my sister was at 
once taken from the coffin and placed on a bed 
and two physicians summoned.’’ 

„Who were the physicians?’’ 

‘‘Ido not know. They were strangers to 
me. 

What did they do?“ 

„They placed a glass in front of my 
sister’s face und all could at once 
perceive the signs of breath upon it. They 
then began to work with her and after a short 
while more positive signs of life began to ap- 
pear. She kept getting better all the time un- 
til finally she became conscious. 

She is conscious now?“ 

es; she has had no relapse and is steadily 
improving. but is still very weak, and until 
she is good and strong again we don’t want 
to have anything said about the case. 

Where does your sister live?“ 

In the southern part of the city.’’ 

Can't you tell me anything more definite 
than that?’’ 

could, of course; but I won’t, because if I 
did there would be hundreds of people run- 
ning in to see her out of curiosity, and she is 
too weak to stand anything of that kind.“

THE MOST TERRIBLE FEATURE 

about it. She knew perfectly everything 
that was going on around her. 
When she was being dreseed for 
burial she realized what was being done and 
tried her best to show signs of life but could 
notdoso. When she was placed in the coffin 
an awful feeling of what was to be her doom 
came over her, she says, and she tried 
to scream and thought that she suc- 
ceeded, but of course, she did not. When 
she came to and related to us an account of 
the mental torture she had experienced during 
the time her trance lasted, she said: 
‘Where were you all when I 
screamed?’ We told her that she 
had not screamed or we surely would have 
heard her. Well, she said, I tried to scream 
often and thought that once I had succeeded 
in emitting a shriek.’ When she was 
lying in the coffin she tried 
to move but failea until her iittie child came 
running into the room and asked 
to look at her. Then her arm 
cramped, and her husband, who was 
standing by the coffin, fortunately happened 
to ge it. Had he not she 
would certainly have been buried 
alive. It’s terrible to think about it. 

How long had your sister been sick before 
she sank into that state which was mistaken 
for death?’’ 

She first became seriously il) on Saturday 
and it was on Monday that she was supposed 
to have passed away. 

“What was her sickness?’’ 


Ildon’t know exactly what it was. She had 


given birth to a baby about two months be- 
fore and had a fever which may have been a 
consequence of her confinement.’’

In- 
quiry in the neighborhood was productive of 
the information that the young woman had told 
the story in several places, but her name 
could not be ascertained or that of her 
brother-in-law, she having been cautious to 
conceal the latter, because she did nos 
want him and his wife annoyed, as she er 
they would be by curious people it their pl 

of residence was known. While the 
young woman was telling the PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter her story another young 
woman steod by and corroborated all she 
said, stating thatshe knew the woman who 
bad been in the cataleptic state well. 

THE STORY 

was further corroborated by A. Hartwig, @ 
grocery keeper at 827 South Fourth street, 
who said he saw the girl who told the story, 


dressed in black and crying, going by his store 


Monday, and when his wife asked her what 
the matter was she said her sister was dead 
and she was going tothe funeral. She after- 
wards told them the story of her sister being 
brought back to life. 

The only Dr. Power in the directory is Dr, 
Edward Power of 522 Walnut street, who de- 
nied positively having any knowledge of the 
case, and could not understand how his name 
was used, unless it was done to mislead. 

Dr. McDonald M. Powell, who lives at 10146 
South Fourth street, in the neighborhood 
mentioned above, was seen. He said he had 
never heard of such a case, and certainly had 
not attended one. 


JUMPING OTHER PEOPLE’S LOTS. 


The Plat of Guthrie—A Lady Boomer Shet 
by a Railroad Man. 


GUTHRIE, I. T., May 3.—A strong undercur- 
rent of feeling was displayed here yesterday 
over the plat of the city as laid off by the City 
Council. It appears that in order to satisfy 
the greed of certain settlers some of the 
streets were made much narrower than 
others and some of the blocks twice as long 
as others. A large corps of surveyors bave 
been working on the plat for some days. The 
Marshal has begun to clear the streets of such 
obstructions as tents and frame Dbuilld- 
ings. As a consequence some peo- 
ple have become suddenly aware that 
they are living in the streets. Those that 
were forced out of the streets immediately 
proceeded to jump other people's lots. No

KILLED AT A CROSSING. 


A COACH FILLED WITH MERRY-MAKERBS 
STRUCK BY A TRAIN, 


Two Men Killed and Many Injured—Four 
Children Perish in a Fire—A Wagon- Load 
of Corpses Scattered in the Streets—The 
Cyclone in Nerth Carolina—A Day’s 
Disasters. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 3.—A two-horse 
coach containing several persons was struck 
by a train on the Pennsylvania Railroad at 
Bride’s crossing this morning and the coach 
demolished. Two of its occupants, F. K. 
Womrath and James Dungan, were killed and 
three others injured. The accident occurred 
shortly after 1 o’clock this morning. The 
coach contained eleven men, many of whom 
were local politicians, and it is said 
that they were on their way home from 
a jollification. Womrath was 55 years 


of age and was formerly a member of the City 
Council from one of the upper wards. Dungan 
was 65 years of age. Samuel Smith, aged 40 
years, and Charles Singer, aged , sustained 
serious injuries, as did also James Johnson, 
aged 25, the colored driver of the coach. 
Howard Gibbs, aged 21, and J. Frank Wiigus, 
aged 80, were also injured. Smith was taken 
to the Episcopal Hospital and the otbers were 
removed to their homes. They were all resi- 
dents of Frankford.

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A CASE OF MURDER, NOW. 


Daniel Donovan Dies of Injuries Inflicted by 
a Couple of Robbers. 


About noon on the 19th of April Daniel Don- 
ovan was assaulted and robbed at 402 North 
Levee. His assailants were arrested and 
locked up and he was taken to the City Hos- 
pital for treatment. Last evening he died 
from the effects of the injuries he had re- 
ceived and Thomas Murphy and James Glea- 
son, now in jail on the charge of robbery, 
will be held for murder in 


the first degree and prosecuted on 
that charge. All of the parties concerned are 
roustabouts and wharf hands. On the day 
above mentioned, according to the story of 
the police, Donovan, who was at the time 
stopping ata cheap boarding-house, restau- 
rant and saloon at 402 North Levee, was drink- 
ing in the saloon, and in payment fora round 
of drinks he tendered the bar-keeper a $10 bill. 
His change was returne to him, 
and he repaired to a closet in the 
rear of the dive. He was followed by 
Thomas Murphy and James Gleason, who 
at the time were in the saloon and had seen 
the money. These latter worthies pounced 
upon their companion unawares, struck him 
down and robbed him of all the money found 
in his possession. They then returned to the 
saloon. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
assault was committed in the semi-darkness 
of the den, 
DONOVAN 

recognized his assailants and following them 
into the bar-room he summoned Officer 
Gerster from his beat and the men were 
placed under arrest. Upon being searched no 
money was found on their persons 
and strenously denied their 
guilt, 4:20 p. m. the same day, 
Jacob Ehrer, an employe at the saloon, found 
Donovan’s purse behind the stairway leading 
from the saloon to the closet and turned it 
over to the police. It was found to contain 
$9.90, the exact sum alleged to have been 
stolen from Donovan. The purse was fotnd 
within afew feet of where the men, Gleason 
and Murphy, were arrested, and it would 
have been an easy matter for either to have 
tbrown itinto its place of conceaiment upon 
the arrival of the officer. At the time 
Donovan was not supposed to have been 
badly injured, but when sent to the Dispen- 
sary a serious contusion of the hip was dis- 
covered and he was sent tothe hospital. He 
stated that he bad been choked and beaten 
almost to insensibility and that in his strug- 
gies to escape his assailants he had been 
thrown to the floq and his hip injured. From 
the effects of 

THIS INJURY 
and the ensuant shock to his whole nervous 
system, Donovan last evening died, and Cor- 
oner Frank will hold an inquest and post- 
mortem as soon as the various witnesses can 
be summoned. 

The prisoners, Thomas Murphy and James 
Gleason, were seen in the City Jail this 
morning, by a POST-DISPATCH reporter, and 
both insisted that they were innocent of the 
robbery. When informed that Donovan was 
dead, Murphy started, instinctively, while 
Gleason withdrew a short distance from the 
bars and turned his face away for a few seo- 
onds. Both soon recoverea their composure 
one re acted as speaker for the two.

If the House should now retaliate by 
defeating the Senate’s Moran bill the 
State can go with the existing system, 
which has been tried and is working so 
well that the few defects in the practical 
machinery ofit can be easily designated 
and easily remedied. , 

We have high State license wherever 
liquor is sold in the State, with an addi- 
tional high license for local revenue, 
raised and lowered according to the policy 
and public opinion of each municipality, 
and absolute prohibition by local option 
wherever public sentiment opposes the 
licensing of saloons and is strong enough 
to suppress the unlicensed traffic. 
A city that can confine the traffic to three 
or a dozen saloons, and collect qs much 
revenue from them as from a greater 
number, is free to do so. On the other 
hand a city which tries to restrict the 
number of saloons and finds that, law- 
fully or unlawfully, the people will have 
more drinking-places,is free to adjust the 
number to the practical limit of restric- 
tion, and to adjust to this number the 
local license tax which will collect from 
them ‘‘all the traffic will bear,’’ without 
putting too high a premium on illicit 
selling. 

In fact, our present law is an ideal ap- 
proximation to the practical limit of re- 
strictive regulation, and we should give it 
a further trial before venturing on the 
hazardous experiment of depriving cities 
like St. Louis and Kansas City of all local 
option as tothe number of licensed saloons 
they shall have and as tothe local revenue 
collected therefrom.

ever, has been the opening of a school for the 
study of domestic economy among girls from 
70 15 years ot age. It la a complete change 
from the usual method of a sewing school. 
They meet Saturday afternoons in the main 
hall of the reading-rooms and are divided into 
classes. The numbers, howéver, have 
been outgrowing the rooms, so that the la- 
dies have been considering the advisability of 
seeking larger quarters forthe coming year. 
The plan ts to interest young girls in work for 
work’s sake and to inspire them with 
ambition for a more attractive home 
life by teaching them new and 
larger methods for carrying on the work of 
the home. Inthe case of the sewing depart- 
ment, for example, no prizes are offered, and 
no garments are givento the children, as is 
frequently the custom in such schools. The 
girls are merely inspired to dothe work for 
the pleasure of doing it well; when they are 


learning some stitch, for instance, the teacher 


suggests what the girl could do with it in her 
own work at home in helping the 
family or ornamenting the house. A pretty 
illustration of that teaching was observed 
some time ago when a little girl of 7 years of 
age came in Saturday afternoon, holding up 
in triumph acalico handkerchief, which she 
had bemmedfor her father, to the great de- 
light of both her parents. A special effort is 
made to influence the minds and tastes of the 
— and develop a fondness for music and the 

etter class of reading. While they are at 
work frequently one of the number reads 
aloud some interesting book to all present, or, 
when they rest another will play and sing at 
the piano. Reading is given them to 
carry home for the week, and 
thie summer some of the giris are to 
be provided with tickets for the Public Library 
accompanied by a list of reading which they 
can carry out during thesummer. The effect 
ofthe plan of influencing the children 
through a fondness for work, is especially no- 
ticeabie in the changed may et which 
they display after they have been therea few 
weeks inthe neatness of their persons and 
dress. Now, among all the children who 
come there it is a rare instance to 
find one of them lacking a button on 
their shoes. Last week, Saturday, the 
whole school was taken out with the teachers 
to Forest Park, accompanied by a lady of 
special education in natural science, who gave 
them talks on the flowers and plants or trees 
which the children found there. It wasare- 
markable circumstance to find that many of 
them had never so much as seen an acorn, 
and did not know a maple seed when picked 
off tne ground from under a tree. 

It is hoped the coming year to be able to add 
the other departments belonging to the study 
of domestic economy—that they may have 
classes in light laundry work, cooking, care 
of the household, home decorations, family 
reading, amusements, etc. One very import- 
ant step taken has been the organization of 
a Mothers’ Club, which is to meet now on 
Friday aiternoons. They are, for the most 
part the mothers of the children in the kinder- 
garten or the Girls’ Saturday Afternoon Club. 
In this way the work will be able uitimately to 
become not merely a children’s school, but a 
kind ofa — guild for the working 
men’s families for the study of the best 
methods of domestic economy. The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Ladies’ Ciub is to hold 
its meeting to-morrow afternoon (Saturday) 
at the Reading Rooms, preliminary to the an- 
nual meeting of their society, which is to be 
held at 2646 Pine street, on the afternoon of 
May l4. At that meeting the details of the 
work are to be given, and measures to be dis- 
cussed and adopted for adding other depart- 
ments and, perhaps, extending brancbes of 
the same undertaking to other parts of the 
city. Some ofthe members of the ladies’ so- 
ciety would like to inaugurate the work on the

One of the brewers, who refused to discuss 
the details of the trust, referring questions 
to Mr. Wainwright, said: ‘‘The purpose 
of this arrangement is to elevate the 


business. Under the present system some 
business practices have grown m spite of our 
Organization which we were anxious to stop. 
With close competition we are obliged to keep 
solicitors and to enter into arrangements 
which we would not otherwise sanction. We 
have to give goods to parties withont security 
and we have thereby been forced in- 
to a branch of the business which 
is not legitimately a brewer’s business, and 
which has directed against ub criticism from 
the anti-liquor people which we should not 
deserve. There is no doubt but that the 
brewer’s business is strictly to supply a de- 
mand and he should not have 
any interest whatever inthe retail business. 
Some of these irresponsible retailers 
have improved upon the competition so far as 
to even secure advances for licenses and gen- 
eral stock. Like all lines of business wherein 
competition is sharp only the closest alliance 
of the Interests will serve to prevent outsiders 
from taking unjust advantages of the situa- 
tion. To rotect themselves against 
this is the principal object in 
view in getting up this agreement. 
It is not the intention to increase the price of 
beer;in fact we anticipate that by greater 
economy inthe conduct of the business we 
may be able to lower the price.’’ 

Under the permit of Mr. Wainwright to keep 
guessing, some very different conclusions 
may be drawn from the developments. It ap- 
pears that the plan is nothing more or less 
than atrust gotten up on the original plan 
of that character of a business combine.

They returned with a verdict of 
judgment for the railroad company and 
awarded it for damages to the cow- 
catcher, which had the paint badly scratched 
on it. t is a strange verdict, but 
strictly in accordance with the evidence to 
an unprejudiced body of men. The lawyers 
are now construing this to mean that the 
popular feeling ot anything to down a rail- 
road, which existed only a year or so ago, is 
fast dying out, and that the railroad is not 
always to blame. The verdict took the breath 
away from the plaintiff’s attorneys and an 
appeal will probably be taken. 


The Erskine Case. 


The Erskine litigation was wound up in 
Judge Fisher’s court this morning. Greene 
Erskine died in January, 1888, and previous to 
his death, thinking he would save his heirs 


the expense and trouble of winding 
up the estate in the Probate Court, 
he made deeds of all his property to his 
heirs, Frank, Clyde, Charles and Greene 
Erskine, Jr. The property belonging to the 
estate is valued at several hundred thousand 
dollars. The deeds had no sooner been filed 
than a daughter and the daughter’s children, 
Mrs. Erskine and about twelve others filed 
suitforadivision of the estate.

Lee telegraphed to the post:naster 
at Trinidad, November 13, 
asking if a registered letter 
addressed to E. G. Marrimon, had n ro- 
ceived.

Called a Pastor. 
A congregational meeting of the Lafayette 
Pack Presbyterian Church was held last 
Wednesday evening. The name ot 
Rey. Leland M. Gilleland. D. D., 


of Fvansville, Ind., was proposed 
forpastor and it was decided to ex- 
tend him a call by a vote of 115to 18. A mo- 
tion was made to make the call unanimous 
but there were twelve dissenting votes. 
Nine of these however were thrown out on 
the grounds that those casting them were not 
q fied voters. Dr. Gilleland isthe pastor 
of one of the largest churches in Evansville 
anditis believed that he will accept the 
call. Lafayette Park Church has been with- 
outa pastor since Rev. Wilson’s resigna- 


tion. 

The call to Rey. Gilleland is not extended 
with the beat of good feeling on the part of the 
members of the Wilson faction in the church, 
asaninterview had with a member of this 
faction willsbow. The Wilsonites do not ob- 
ject to Mr. Gilleland in the least, but they do 
object strongly to the alleged manner in 
which they were practically shut out of par- 
1 in the call. 

The member referred to said: ‘‘A meeting 
was held at Lafayette Park Presbyterian 
Church, Wednesday night last, to elect a pas- 
tor to preside over the now divided flock.

hile a majority of those present desired to 
call Mr. _Gilleland, they represented but 
one party in the church and did 
mot express the feelings of the church 
at large. It was stated at this meeting and 
also in the morning press, that nine of the 
Gissentine voters were unqualified to vote. 
According to the constitution of the church 
all members at the meeting were entitj}ed to 
vote. An attempt was made to intimidate 
dissenting voters by readinga rule adopted 
by the grand assembly at a late meeting, 
which rule stated that ‘no member not sup- 
porting the churoh should be allowed to 
vote.’ As this rule has not been adopted by 
the church as part ot its constitution, it can- 
not apply to — business meeting held at 
said church until it bas been adopted, and 
should not have been read.

KEPT IN A PEN, 


Horrible Condition of Affairs in an Indiana 
Poor Asylum. , 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 8.—W. Alexandes 
Johnson, secretary of the newly created State 
Board of Charities, on his first visit to the 
public institutions in Northern Indiana has 
discovered a horrible condition of affairs in 


the Carroll County Poor Asylum, which he 
describes as the worst place of the kind he has 
ever seen. The place in which the insane are 
kept he reports as indescribably bad. In 
spenking of it he says: 

Three of “she women are kept in a pen. 
One of them is a repuisive and 4 — 
woman, but one is a woman whose face shows 
that she is not of the coarsest kind and she 
appeared to be rather clean. The filth of the 
room inwhich they were kept, described in 
the only language that can be decently used, 
was simply horrible, and the odor arising 
from it was sickening. They are kept con- 
fined in the wy constantly andif they were 
not insane t elt surroundings would certainly 
make them so.’ 

The asylum has been im the condition de- 
scribed for many years but the county 
officers promised Mr. Johnson that the essen- 
tial changes suggested by him would be made.

The Live Stock Inspection Bill—Passage of 
the Election Measure.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 5.—The Senate 
took up the consideration of the live stock 
inspection at 6 o’clock, together with the 
two amendments submitted by the majority 
report. Senator Green Clay spoke at length 
in opposition to the amendments and in favor 
of the bill as it came from the 
House, withoutany amendment whatever. Sen- 
ator Clay made a strong speech, presenting the 


arguments in favor of the billin an able and 
practical manner. At the close of his speech 
the Senate took a recess for dinner. A num- 
ber of Senators will speak this afternoon. 
The bill has a hard fight for existence 
inthe Senate. The first amendment, which 
practicaliy robs the bill of its original pur- 
pose, will be adopted, after whichthe frienas 
of hoof inspection will take but little interest 
inthe bill. It may,however,pass, but the real 
sentiment of the Senate is not in its favor.
